and the dog now lie together on a eot. Ii 
ten or twelve days if the dog'a bone unite, 
with the boy'a Ihe operation will be com 
plete aud the surgeon's knits will cat the 
inst links of fl«sh by which IIK dog is now 
iioonosted with tho boy. 


Should tbe operation prove sneeeps'nl ii 


will proven great boon to mankind, 
well as another illustration of the wonder- 
in) results that may be accomplished bj 
surgery. 


After the boy's leg was prepiued for the 


reception of the bone, a black upaniel, ury 
ler the t ffecti jf on anaesthetic and incaaer 
n a plnater of paris cant, was brought mm 
the operating rooms. His right foreleg wa 
free aud Also his head nnd tail, but thorest 
of his body is immobile. The surgeon cat 
'lown into the dos's leg at a point where 
the dug's knee might be. Too graft muct 
be nourished and to insure nutrition the 
keenest knowledge of the distribution of 
the arteries in caniao anatomy is essen- 
tial. 


The head of the ulna on one of the do^'b 


foreurnas was sawoJ off. 
one and a btilf 


inches below tuia the nutrient artary ii 
given off with its numerous ramifications, 
throughout the bony ligsae. The next di- 
vNion bone was an inch and a half below, 
la his hands the trargpoa held a piece of 
bone an loch and a half long, separated 
from the bony parts of tbe dog bat con- 
neoted by the flesh and those life-giving 
ducts, the arteries. 


The dog was placed alongside the leg of 


tat iioy, his head toward that of the boy, 
the piece ol boue was inserted ia the boy's 
leg, and tha skin and flesh flips of too dog's 
leg bewed firmly to the sides of the wound 
and dresjpd untiasptieally, 
Then oame 


ths firm strapping of the dog to the boy's 
leg. This was done by broad bandages of 
plaster of puns. Freqnent injections of 
morphine will prevent the canine from be- 
coming restless.
